Claims 12 and 14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regard to claim 12: This claim is allowable over the prior art of record 
because the latter, either alone or in combination, does not disclose nor render obvious 
a system for recording images using a camera comprising a plurality of laser emitting 
diodes, a plurality of optical fibers coupled to the diodes at one end and having an exit 
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end with a binary or multi-level diffractive pattern formed on it wherein the exit ends of 
the fibers are arranged in a circular fashion around the camera so the light emitted from 
each diode travels through the fibers and is projected on a target after passing through 
the diffractive pattern to illuminate a an even rectangular pattern across a target, in 
combination with the rest of the claimed limitations. 

With regard to claim 14: This claim is allowable over the prior art of record 
because it depends on an allowed claim.
